in a ledger, 
marked “ o r­ 
dered 
paid by the 
president.”

Randolph, the tre a su re r 
of the New 
York Life company, who had been on 
the stand earlier in the day, had been 
sharply questioned as to the purport 
of this entry, hut he was unable to e x ­ 
plain it. 
He thought no one except 
the president could. 
Mr. Perkins had 
been called to testify as to some other 
transactions and after a recess he wras 
asked to produce the check,

That Would Lead to His Identity in This 


City--Man 
Killed at 
Sauk Rapids 


Thought not to be From Here 


A few days ago John H illed was killed 
by a train ne^r Sauk Rapids and 
was
